The Manitowoc County Health 
Department offered a summer 
immunization and lead screen- 
ing clinic at O. H. Schultz 
Elementary School on July 18. 
Lead screenings were offered at 
no charge to children under the 
age of 6. Children who live in 
homes built before 1980, have 


chipping or peeling paint or are 
being remodeled could be ex- 
posed to lead. Recently, dust that 
accumulates on plastic mini- 
blinds has been found to be high 
in lead. Lead poisoning can 
cause learning difficulties and 
other health problems. A simple 
blood test can determine if a 
child has been exposed.
